Mr. Blair was born December 5, 
1859, at Columbus, Mississippi. He 
graduated from the University of 
Virginia in 1881 with the degree of 
Master of Arts. From 1884 to 1892 
he was associated with the legal de- 
partment of the Southern Pacific 
Company. In the latter year he be- 
came general counsel, and served in 
that capacity until his retirement. 

Mr. Blair is a member of Phi Beta 
Kappa Society and also of the Sons 
of the American Revolution. 

As general counsel, Mr. Dey will 
have general supervision and control 
of all legal business of the Company 
and its subsidiary corporations. He 
will maintain his offices in New York 
City. He began the practice of law 
on January 1, 1906, in the office of 
William D. Fenton, then counsel for 
the Company’s lines in Oregon. Fol- 
lowing Mr. Fenton’s retirement in 
July, 1916, Mr. Dey became the Com- 
pany’s general attorney in that state, 
which position he has since retained 
until his recent promotion.

Engineer and Fireman Heroesin Tragedy

HE drama of railroading, replete 

[ with all its glamour and tragedy, 

as lived over in the mind of each 
small boy at least once during his 
lifetime, was vividly enacted on De- 
cember 9, by Engineer Ralph Toland 
and Fireman Martin. J. Stinson of 
San Joaquin Division. Unfortunately 
for these heroes, they did not live to 
hear the plaudits of their fellows. It 
is not unusual in this era of progress 
to pick up our papers almost daily 
and read of the heroism of some 
steamship captain who went down 
with his ship, of some air pilot who 
responded to the emergency, or of 
some peace officer who gave his life 
that“we might live in safety. Seldom 
do we read, however, of the railroad 
heroes who are daily imperiling their 
lives that the wheels of progress and 
civilization may go on. 

How many of us, as we retire at 
night in a modern steel Pullman car 
on a fast-moving limited train, give 
thought to the men on the “head 
end,” who have our very existence in 
the palms of their hands? The ma- 
jority of us take it as an accepted fact 
that they will see us through to our 
journey’s end. 

How many of the passengers on 
TrainNo, 51 the afternoon of Decem- 
ber..9 actually .realized what  trans- 
pired In the cab of that-locomotive? 
“At: 10 P.¢M, that day Engineer 
Toland :and:Fireman Stinson were en- 
joying the -best of health and_ their 
share of ‘this world’s: goods... ‘They 
boarded their locomotive at: this time 
with the ‘full realization that, there 
were ‘many lives .in..the ‘cars ‘behind, 
depending on these two men ‘to: “see 
them through.”  Forty..minutes later 
Engineer “Toland - slowed “his” train: 
down, expecting °to “réceive: orders ‘at 
Famoso.: While this-was transpiring, 
an‘ unheeding “truck . driver,. who ‘had 
in‘his charge ‘thousands ‘of ‘gallons of 
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death-dealing, highly explosive gaso- 
line, drove onto the track in the face 
of the oncoming train. As if by di- 
vine providence, he succeeded in 
clearing his truck proper of the track, 
but not so with the trailer and its 
several thousand gallons of gasoline. 

Toland and Stinson had no alterna- 

tive, and but a fraction of a second in 
which to act. Brakes were applied, 
but the inevitable crash and explo- 
sion came simultaneously. Instantly 
Toland and Stinson became living 
torches, with the train drenched in 
flaming gasoline, and with the mail 
clerk, J. H. Christensen, burning 
alive in his car. In spite of their 
untold suffering, Toland and Stinson 
realized that to stop their train in 
that blazing inferno would mean the 
lives of possibly all their passengers. 
Suiting action to the word under the 
greatest of handicaps, Toland released 
his brakes, opened the throttle, told 
his fireman to jump and save himself 
if he could, then moved his train to a 
point of safety and stopped, col- 
lapsing in the burning cab. He lived 
long enough to know that his entire 
passenger list was detrained without 
injury. 
There isn’t much more to the story. 
Stinson died in agony '.a “few vhours 
later, and, at midnight, Toland’s sacri- 
fice was complete:

Practicing Good Housekeeping Along The Line 


NE of the items mentioned by 

President Shoup in his speech 

at the banquet given Mr. 
Sproule on his retirement, and also 
mentioned in his address before Di- 
vision VI—Purchases & Stores, A. R. 
A., held last summer in San Francisco, 
was good housekeeping conditions on 
the railroad. 

Such conditions generally prevail at 
our stations, shops, terminals and 
stores and has now been made a mat- 
ter of considerable competition in the 
care given on-line material. These are 
the materials and conditions that come 
to the attention of the traveling public. 
A tool house surrounded by ma- 
terial stored in haphazard and dis- 
arrayed condition cannot help but be 
noticed and has a bad reaction on 
those who see it, 

It costs no more to keep material 
and premises in the condition exempli- 
fied in the accompanying pictures than 
to leave them in disorder. Cleanli- 
ness and orderliness in every way 
stand out in these pictures taken in a 
desert country. The buildings are at- 
tractive, the vegetation (although 
water is extremely scarce) shows that 
it is thriving luxuriantly. Materials 
and premises kept in such an orderly

Hned up parallel with tracks and 
buildings, such as the tool house, in 
neat piles and separated enough so as 
to be readily accessible when needed. 


: ° * 
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An aisle-way is kept between ma- 
terial and buildings. Material is not 
stored or Ieaned against the buildings. 

One of the greatest factors towards 
maintaining this housekeeping to the 
highest standard of efficiency is the 
visit of supply train at regular inter- 
vals, delivering material to section 
foremen, extra gang foremen (who 
generally have their material stored 
in cars, as it is necessary for them to 
move from place to place), section- 
men, agents, pumpers, signal main- 
tainers, and all users of material who 
have to do with maintenance of on- 
line property. At the same time, al! 
scrap and surplus material is picked 
up and brought in to concentrating 
points. 

Even though material is moved 
along with extra gangs, there is no 
reason why box cars in which the ma- * 
terial is stored and flat cars on which 
lumber and tools are carried cannot 
be in the same condition as illustrated 
in these pictures. The man in charge 
might feel he has not the time to do 
this; still there is always someone, if 
interest is aroused, who will put the 
premises in order, and the material is 
so much easier to locate in an emer-

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gency, as at night. In the long run 
this time is well spent. 

At one time it was not uncommon 
for men in outfit cars to take de- 
livery of material from supply train, 
and then, on making check, material 
was found in cars covered by cement 
sacks and other material, as it was 
easier to order material and get it 
from the supply train than locate it 
in outfit ear, This condition has long 
since passed. 

It is generally the good workman 
who has his premises, work shop and 
work bench in good order. 

Notice how material is neatly and. 
orderly stacked in the interior of 
tool house on preceding page. “Such 
premises indicate more than simply 
interest in doing the work, but doing 
it right and with some degree of pride. 

It is remarkable in desert countries 
that men and material have remained 
more than abreast with our effete 
centers of civilization, which indicates 
what rail transportation means to 
civilization and how it links up far- 
distant parts of our country into one 
large, resourceful and efficient nation. 


Sierra Winter Sports to Have 
Novel Features 


The most comprehensive program 
of winter sports ever held in the high 
Sierra will be staged this season at 
Tahoe, Yosemite, Truckee, and other 
points in the mountainous regions of 
the Pacific Coast. 

A new feature this season will be a 
ski jumping tournament to be held at 
Tahoe February 22 and 23 under the 
auspices of the American Ski Asso- 
ciation. More than 50 ski jumpers, 
including national and district cham- 
pions, will participate in the event. A 

« new ski jump with a trajectory of 250 
feet has just been constructed at 
Tahoe Tavern. It was erected under 
the personal supervision of Lars 
Haugen, national champion, who will 
take part in the tournament, 

The dog derby, so successfully in- 
augurated last year between Tahoe 
and Truckee, will be held again this 
year in a triangular series of races 
to be held at Ashton, Idaho; Ogden, 
Utah; and Tahoe. Many internation- 
ally known dog team drivers will par- 
ticipate in the triangle events, for 
which a larger aggregate purse will 
be awarded winners. The Tahoe.races 
will be held Janu. 81 and Feb, 1-2; the 
Ogden derby Feb. 15 and 16; the 
Ashton races Feb, 22-23.

Judah Monument to be 
Erected by Employes 


EN and women of the Southern 

Pacific “family” are now tak- 
ing steps toward: financing the erect- 
ing of a monument at Sacramento 
commemorating the Hfe and deeds of 
Theodore Dehone Judah--the’ man 
who promoted the enterprise that de- 
veloped into the Central Pacific rail- 
road, who made the preliminary sur- 
veys locating the railroad over the 
mountains eastward from Sacramento, 
and who was the first chief engineer 
of the lines that formed the. nucleus 
of the ‘present Southern - Pacific 
system. 

During the past few weeks a com- 
mittee, headed by J. H. Kirkbride,.en- 
gineer of maintenance of ways and 
struetures, has been circulating sub- 
scription lists among employes and 
officers on Pacific Lines, The entire 
territory has not as yet been covered, 
but the generous response made thus 
far indicates that the total fund sub- 
scribed will be a creditable tribute to 
the achievements of the West’s pio- 
neer railroad engineer. Donations to 
the fund are:being ‘received from ‘em- 
ployes in all “branches of the ‘service. 
The work of: soliciting “subscriptions 
will probably be’ brought “to” a-.close 
during January.)

California“ convinced “that tio action 
pledging ‘government assistance for a 
railroad would be-taken until a pass 
suitable for such-a road had been dis- 
covered over the high Sierra. He 
went into the mountains determined 
to:find such a pass and, with the as- 
sistance-of Daniel Strong of Dutch 
Flat, located a line over. practically 
the same route as the road is today. 

For the purpose of furthering his 
project in Congress, he proposed to 
organize the California Central Rail~ 
road. Before the company could be 
legally formed a certain per cent of 
capital stock had to be subscribed. 
Men who had money to. invest were 
afraid to put it into an enterprise that 
seemed .to hold so little prospect of 
every. being accomplished. But, in 
spite of discouragement and ridicule, 
Judah was persistent. Fate then 
stepped in and made him acquainted 
with four Sacramento merchants— 
Leland Stanford, Collis P. Huntington, 
Mark Hopkins and Charles Crocker— 
who were to become famous in west- 
ern history as the “Big Four.” He 
“sold” his idea to them, and, after ‘a 
more complete survey was made over 
three possible routes, the Central Pa- 
cific Railroad Company-of California 
(parent organization of the present 
Southern :Pacific) was organized on 
June 28, 1861. 

During the congressional ‘session of 
1862, .Judah was Jargély responsible 
in obtaining passage of the’act which 
authorized construction of a_railroad 
from the Missouri River ‘to the Pacific 
Coast, and in “having the Central Pa- 
cific. designated as the company to 
build :the .western link of the -road. 
While again en route east in‘ October, 
1863, to attend sessions’ of “Congress, 
he .was ‘stricken -withfever:and died 
in New. York .on ‘November. 2, 1863, 
at’ the age of 87-years...He had lived 
only ‘long enough: to! see «ground 
broken”.“at Sacramento:on January.8

Veteran ‘Agent Recalls “Wild and Woolly” West 


“Drinking, Shooting and- Carousing Days of Frontier Arizona 
Town, Initiated “Tenderfoot” J. D. Fish-into Railroad Service 


“6 TOW you aanée; ¥ young fallen!” 
Bang!!! 
A shot rent the air and ‘a 


bullet pierced the floor near the trem- 
bling. feet of a 
twenty - year - old 
boy, too fright- 
ened to move. ‘The 
crowd of drunken 
men laughed 
gleefully. The 
boy, paralyzed 
with fear, stood 
gaping athis 
tormentor. Sud- 
denly a burly 
Irishman, with 
the reputation of 
having whipped 
every man he 
ever fought, 
a stepped forth. 

‘The Jad don’t dance,” he an- 
nounced. 

“Who says so?” 

“I do, and what's more, if ye shoot 
at his feet again oi’ll give ye lickin’ 
of your life!” 

It was-a critical moment. A tense 
stillness prevailed as the two men 
stood glaring at each other, At last 
the bad man’s gaze wavered and he 
slowly put his gun away. 

“Aw, I was only foolin’” he said. 


“It’s foine for ye that ye was, but 
I warn ye, don’t ye be foolin’ wid him 
again or its mincemeat oi’ll be makin’ 
of ye,”. assured the boy’s champion as 
he led the trembling lad away. 

Such was the introduction of Joseph 
D. Fish, a tenderfoot, to the wild and 
woolly West. .The time was 1879 and 
the scene Casa Grande, Arizona, 
where he had just been established as 
telegrapher. His protector was one 
Dennis. Donohue, a2 warehouseman at 
the station, whose championship of 
Fish was probably ‘due more to his 
Jove fora fight.than any particular 
interest in the boy.- 

Fish entered the -employ’ of . the 
Company on June 1,.1879,.as telegra- 
pher at Los Angeles. Ten days later 
he..was -transferred -to «Casa -Grande, 
which ‘at-that’time ‘was “the : eastern: 
terminus of. the Pacific System, and 
te:which point material was: congigned 
for completion:of ‘the line than under 
construction.

The 
maiden name of Mrs. Fryer, who had 
married shortly before-coming West, 
was Charlotte Cushman, and she was 
none other than ‘the famous. actress 
who ‘rendered. invaluable .aid to. the.

In October, 1880, Fish was trans- 
ferred to Benson, Arizona, as agent. 
The town then consisted of the sta- 
tion building and a -rew of: saloons, 
stores and gambling houses, sepa- 
rated from the station by a wide 
plaza, The man whom Fish relieved 
showed the newcomer about the place 
and introduced him to his sleeping 
quarters, a furnished room in the 
station’ building. The head of the 
bed, which faces the plaza, was com- 
pletely covered by an enormous piece 
of sheet iron. . Upon inquiring as to 
its purpose, Fish was informed that 
it had been placed there to protect 
the occupant of the bed from stray 
bullets from the shooting matches 
oceurring constantly in the plaza. 


Gun Fights Almost Daily 
Sceptical, Fish examined the out- 
side of the building and found the 
wall profusely dotted with bullet 
holes. How well he slept in that bed 
he does not divulge, but he states that 
never during his encumbency was the 
protection required, although gun 
fights were of common occurrence, in 
one particular one of which he was 2 
most unwilling participant. An alter- 
cation had arisen in’a saloon and the 
two men emerged, one to run and the 
other ‘to shoot. The retreating par- 
ticipant mounted his horse, but such 
was his excitement and fear that, as 
he spurred ‘his horse, he clung wildly 
to one ‘rein, with the result that the 
horse ran in a continuous eircle while 
the second. man’ stood still and blazed 
away./at the rider.. As the shooting 
began,.'Fish; who was erossing the 
plaza, :was.caught between the rider 
and :the:- gunman... He tried to escape; 
but ‘was forced ‘to run in-a circle ‘also 
to avoid being ‘run down by ‘the horse. 
The “rider . was” finally .shot’.down, 
Fish ‘being uninjured, though ‘almost 
exhausted from:running and ‘fright. 
He ‘remiaitied ‘at Benson: only afew 
months, ‘being :transferred to "Tucson : 
in August, 1881,-as agent.’ ‘While at 
Tucson: ‘one: day, two: quiet, “gentle- 
manly :men appeared atthe ticket 
window and ‘asked permission ‘to leave.’ 
their. six-shooters with him. This-was 
@ not: uncommon request.” and’ Fish 
readily ‘obliged “them. A “short ‘time 


e-, after, asthe ‘train ‘for California ‘was 
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standing at the station, they reap- 
peared, quietly asked for their guns, 
and, courteously and smilingly, 
thanked him for the favor. A few 
seconds later a fusillade of shots rang 
out and the air was filled with the 
shouts and cries of startled passen- 
gers. Fish closed the window and 
darted for the platform, to find that 
his visitors were the Earpe brothers, 
law officers of Tombstone, and that 
they had just shot down and killed 
Frank Stilwell, an outlaw who had 
shortly before killed their brother 
Morgan in Tombstone, had ridden to 
Tueson, and was then attempting to 
escape on the train. This incident 
has been told and retold and is a well- 
known chapter in the history of 
Arizona’s bad men, although not be- 
fore has Mr, Fish’s small part in the 
incident been revealed. 

Apparently wearying of the wild 
west of Arizona’s early days, Mr. 
Fish, after remaining in Tucson a lit- 
tle over a year, was transferred to 
California, going to Mojave as agent. 
Here he found life more peaceful, but 
a few months later he was trans- 
ferred to Lodi.as agent, where he re- 
mained for nine years. In February, 
1892, he was again transferred, this 
time to Tracy. He remained there 
for two months and then was trans- 
ferred to Hanford. On February 18, 
1901, he became agent at Stockton, 
where he remained until December 
81, 1929, on which date he was re- 
tired, having reached the three-score 
years and ten which marks the be- 
ginning of a long layover for rest and 
ease. 

Honored by Associates 

Having served the Company for 
twenty-eight years in Stockton, Mr. 
Fish is known to practically every 
resident of the city and is held in the 
highest esteem by the thousands with 
whom he has done business during 
those many years. He is a member 
of the Stockton Chamber of Com- 
merce and is active in fraternal work. 

At the conclusion of business on 
December 80, the members of the sta- 
tion force guthered in the office of 
Mr, Fish and presented him with a 
beautiful desk set. That evening, in 
commemoration of ‘his retirement, a 
banquet was tendered to Mr. and Mrs. 
Fish at the Hotel Wolfe, Stockton. 
About thirty of his friends and asso- 
ciates and officials of the Company 
from-San Francisco and the Stockton 
Division were in. attendance, and 
much reminiscing was indulged in. 
Special ‘entertainment was provided 
for the occasion, and addresses of 
felicitation’ :and good wishes were 
made ‘by L.-R.. Smith, assistant su- 
perintendent; “8. C. Beane, district 
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freight and passenger agent; J. A. 
‘Tandrow, assistant agent; and others. 
G. E. Gaylord, superintendent of the 
Stockton Division, officiated as toast~ 
master. During the evening, on be- 
half of those present, Arthur Le- 
vinscky, Stockton representative of 
the legal department, and an old- 
time friend of the retiring veteran, 
presented Mr. Fish with a handsome 
overstuffed arm chair and ottoman. 
John D. Fish has lived for seventy 
years. He has seen the West develop 
from a rowdy frontier into a land of 
peaceful, productive fields and bustl- 
ing, thriving, law-abiding towns and 
cities. He has watched and aided the 
Company he so ably represented grow 
and develop through all those years. 
Erect and active as a young man, 
clear of eye and brain, with hardly 
a gray hair, Joseph D. Fish is by no 
means through with life. He de- 
mands from it much more than it has 
yet yielded him, and confidently ex- 
pects to get it. The thought of idle- 
ness and inactivity is abhorrent to 
him, and so he has established an 
office at 16 S. Sutter Street, Stockton, 
in which he will conduct a general 
steamship ticket business, and where, 
from now on, he will be glad to meet 
his old friends and will welcome the 
opportunity te make new ones,

Holladay Blocks “Humboldt Line,” 
Organizes O. & C. and “Buys Out” 
Gaston; Villard Succeeds Hol-

HILE the “East Side’ and 
“West Side” companies 
waged their fight for the 


government land grant and for the 
privilege of building the railroad 
south from Portland through the 
Willamette, Umpqua and Rogue River 
valleys, another railroad project 
came into the limelight and for sev- 
eral years held the attention of Ore- 
gon’s business leaders and politicians. 
The progress of events in connection 
with this proposed road, which was 
popularly known as the “Humboldt 
Line,” is so interwoven with affairs 
of the Holladay and Gaston enter- 
prises that a brief review of the sev- 
eral attempts made to launch the 
railroad is properly a part of this his- 
torical story dealing with the lines 
in Oregon that are today a part of 
Southern Pacific. The new “Modoc 
Line,” opened by Southern Pacific in 
September, 1929, passes over practi- 
cally the same general route as that 
which was proposed for the “Hum- 
boldt Line” more than sixty years 
ago. 

B. J. Pengra, of Eugene, was the 
original promoter in 1867 of a rail- 
voad over the Humboldt or Winne- 
mucea route.” From Eugene, he pro- 
posed to build in a southeasterly di- 
rection to a connection on the. Hum- 
boldt river in Nevada with the .Cen- 
tral Pacific road, which was ‘then 
being built from Sacramento, Cali- 
fornia, eastward, Pengra’s ‘route'from 
Eugene followed the Middle Fork of 
the Willamette river for-about 
twenty-five miles, thence~ into . the

Pengra went to Washington during 
the winter session of Congress in 
1867-68.

General opposition at that 
time to any further land grants 
proved fatal to the bill and it did not 
get past the Pacifie Railroad com- 
mittee. Pengra returned to Oregon 
and organized the Oregon Branch 
Pacific Railroad Company on July 9, 
1868. Before his project again came 
to the attention of Congress, Ben 
Holladay had completed the first 
twenty miles of the East Side road 
and Joseph Gaston had gone to Wash- 
ington seeking a new land grant for 
the West Side road. 


In the Pengra road, and the likeli- 
hood of its suceess, Gaston saw an 
opportunity to gain a position of im- 
portance for his: West Side road. With 
the aid of a land grant from Port- 
land throurh Forest Grove, McMinn- 
ville and Corvallis, he could’ connect 
at.

Pacific. Pengra had succeeded in in- 
teresting Collis P. Huntington, one of 
the “Big Four" builders of the Cen- 
tral Pacific, in the Humboldt line. 
Huntington and his associates were 
declared willing to finance construc- 
tion of the road if satisfactory action 
was obtained from Congress. Once 
again the stage of Oregon’s railroad 
drama was shifted to the halls of 
Congress, and again Ben Holladay 
emerged victorious, but not. without 
the loss of a certain amount of local 
prestige. 

Senator Geo. H. Williams had 
promised Gaston to give the West 
Side: company what assistance he 
could in obtaining another land grant 
to compensate in.a measure for the 
one lost to the Hast Side company. 
In this move he was also supported 
by Senator ‘H. W. Corbett, while-Con- 
gressman Tom Fitch of Nevada 
worked energetically in Pengra’s 
interests. 

For ‘several years the people . of 

Astoria had been clamoring for a xrail- 
road that would connect their city on 
the Columbia River with the -Willa- 
mette. Valley. These interests ‘were 
represented ‘by. Judge~-Cyrus ..Olney;

Two separate : bills were introduced 
by Senators “Williams “and Corbett:

4,/1870,".but-the ‘Pengra project’ did 
not fare so well. “Realizing the dan- 
gerous position his East Side com- 
pany would be in if Pengra’s road 
was built to Eugene, Holladay urged 
Williams to amend the Humboldt bill 
to provide for the building of the road 
to a junction with the Holladay line 
at Roseburg, or. some point in the 
Rogue River Valley, instead of at 
Eugene. The bil! as amended passed 
the ‘Senate on May 4, 1870," but did 
not ‘pass.the House. 

Thus the whole Humboldt project 
collapsed. The forced junction with 
Holladay’s road near the southern 
boundary of the state defeated the in- 
tentions of Pengra and his associates. 
An effort was made to revive the sub- 
ject in the next session of Congress, 
but to-no avail. The enterprise had 
lost its most influential support.

Some years “later a’. narrow-gauge 
railroad was proposed over this route, 
but it in turn was “nipped in the 
bud” by Holladay’s successor, as will 
be: told in another chapter of this 
story. 

Senator Williams’ actions in amend- 
ing the proposed Pengra bill at the 
last moment without discussing the 
matter with his colleagues in Con- 
gress provoked a heated controversy 
in Oregon’s polities. Popular senti- 
ment was aroused against what was 
termed as Holladay’s “monopoly” 
the state’s railroad and political. af- 
fairs. In the election of 1870 Wil- 
Hams lost his senatorial seat to James 
K, Kelly.” 


Nore 82—Whether the voice of the elec- 
torate was raised as a chastisement to Sena- 
tor Williams or against the purported -dic- 
tatorship of Holladay, seems to be a matter of

Although Williams’ stand on raii- 
road matters was made the principal issue uf 
the state election, his successor was pledged 
to support the -identical. provisions that were 
called for in the Williams amendment, Gas- 
ton scoffed at the. idea that Pengra’s road 
would cripple ‘Holladay’s ability to build south 
of Eugene. However, the people in southern 
Oregon; were taking -no chances. They were 
determined to, have rail connection with the 
Pacific Coast cities, and they finally won out.

The O. & C. Organized 


The name “Oregon & California 
Rail Road Company” was adopted for 
the new company. Articles of in- 
corporation were filed at Salem on 
March 16, 1870, signed by Holladay, 
Cicero H. Lewis, I. R. Moores, J. C, 
Hawthorne and Medorem Crawford. 
Capital stock was $20,000,000. Hol- 
laday became president, W. L. Halsey 
vice president, and A, G. Cunningham 
secretary. Each step in the reorgan- 
ization procedure was carefully taken, 
Holladay enlisting the services of able 
attorneys to see that no legal require- 
ments were overlooked. He had 
learned a lesson in his experience 
with the shakily-organized East Side 
company, The negotiations were 
completed on March 28, 1870, when 
the Oregon Central Railroad Com- 
pany of Salem (Hast Side) was dis- 
solved and all its property, rights and 
franchises were acquired by the Ore- 
gon & California company in consider- 
ation of the new company’s assuming 
the debts, obligations and liabilities 
of the old company.* 


were organized in different years, were lo- 
cated in different cities, and it was not shown 
that any claims had been made to franchises 
or other rights held by the West Side com- 
pany. Gaston then -brought action to annul 
existence of the rival company for failure to 
prosecute its business for a period of six 
mouths as required by law. A decision in 
that action was continually delayed, due to a 
similar case pending in another court. Finally 
Gaston enlisted the aid of a land ‘owner to 
refuse a right of way for the East Side 
company, contending that the latter company 
was not a lawful corporation and not author- 
ized te condemn land. The East Side com- 
pany evaded the.issue by routing its survey 
around the Iand in question, In May, 1868, 
there were two suits pending; one by the 
West Side to invalidate the Fast Side, and 
one instituted by the East Side questioning 
legality in-the method used in organizing the 
other company. The East Side ‘postponed its 
case from time to time and ‘finally the com- 
pany's own attorricy, J. H. Mitchell, asked that 
it be dismissed. ““Both sides contended that 
they were anxious and willing to settle the 
whole matter’ by compromise measures -or by. 
the decision of an arbitration board, :but 
nothing could be accomplished ‘in that ‘direc:

An unsuccessful effort was made to 
have Portland’s charter amended so 
the city could give the West Side 
road a subsidy of $300,000.

West Side Road Started 
Construction work on the West Side 
road was resumed during the spring 
of 1871, Much of the grading done 
two years before by Gaston had to be 
gone over and some of the trestles 
had to be rebuilt or strengthened. ‘A 
piledriver started work on the trestle 
across Couch’s Lake on June 26, 
Track-laying across the bridge at the 
upper end of Fourth Street began 
July 25.

Question: 


BoE the’ past few months I have 
been bothered with a kind of ear 
trouble, something like air in the ear, 
By. swallowing. frequently I relieve 
same for a while but will be affected 
most in the morning. It seems to 
leave in the afternoon but if I exer- 
cise very much it again affects my 
ears. I notice it most in the right 
ear, 

I was in the General Hospital four 
years ago with pleurisy and I am 
wondering if there is any connection 
between the ear trouble ard the pleu- 
risy or is this ear trouble a kind of 
catarrh ? 

Answer: 


Your letter received and I wish to 
state that there is no connection be- 
tween the ear trouble and the 
pleurisy, 

I would advise that you go to the 
nearest Company specialist and ask 
him to’ catheterize the Eustachian 
tube, I feel that after this is done 
you will find that your condition will 
be relieved. 

Question: 

ILL you please tell me what is 

ailing me and prescribe a diet 
for me. I am 42 years old, 5 feet 5 
inches in height, weight 170 lbs. I 
have been troubled with burning: and 
bloating of my stomach after meals, 
It starts about 30 minutes after meals 
and lasts sometimes three hours. 
When I lay on my sides in bed, it is 
worse, but when I lay on my back it 
don’t trouble me. When this trouble 
starts, the saliva flows freely in my 
mouth and when I swallow this it in- 
creases the burning in the stomach, 
and, if I eat anything sour, salty or 
spiced, or drink much water, I get 
this trouble. I have had:a touch of 
this trouble for about four years, but 
did not seem to be.as bad if I was 
careful not to eat too much of ‘the 
things I mentioned -.above.... Now, 
however,..I have -the burning. and 
bloating. after nearly every meal. 


Answer: 


The ‘stomach :trouble’ that ‘you “are 
complaining of and which has existed 
for ‘the’ past four ‘years ‘may be due 
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to ulceration... We could not’ definitely 


u ‘decide :this : unless: you came.:to’ ‘the 


hospital -and ‘spent'a few :days’so ‘that 
wwe -could ‘make .a: complete “examina- 
tion. In -the meantime, it -wotld’-be 
well. for’ you to eat only :soft-boiled 
and poached -eggs, » toast, cereals; 
soups, milk,.and-all milk drinks.’ : 


“Question: 


Y_ wife has “been: ‘troubled--for 
the last seven years’ with: a 
peculiar ailment in the neck...It is 
some ‘nervous disorder and her -head 
pulls to one ‘side,. causing -@ terrible 
strain.on the nerves. She: does”her 


housework with much discomfort; as’ 


the constant. pulling ~ inher neck 
seems to affect the nerves:in her “head 
as well, She also has a-slight palsy. 
Age 44. Weight 185 Ibs. ‘We. have 
tried doctors.of every description, but 
without much benefit... She is now 
on a diet exeiuding all sweets, 
starches and sweet milk, and takes 
daily sun baths. 

Answer: 

From your description of your 
wife's condition, I feel that she has 
torticollis or wry neck. This condi- 
tion is due to the irritated nerves 
supplying these muscles, this irrita- 
tion being caused by infection many 
times, at other times being: entirely 
due to neurosis. I would suggest that 
you have-her teeth, tonsils and sinuses 
gone over by some competent physi- 
cian to determine if any foci of infec- 
tion can be found. If due to a neu- 
rotic condition, she would have to be 
placed under a physician’s care for 
her nerves, 

Question: 
I recently had a severe vomiting 
spell which left my stomach in 3 
very bad condition. This spell was 
caused by eating a toasted sandwich 
and some pickles. Since then I have 
to be very careful what I eat or else 
I vomit, I have been to see our local 
company physician who’ gave me 
some medicine which has helped me a 
little. I would like to get your advice 
on how to ‘take care of my stomach 
and also a list of foods that I/could 
eat which would rest lightly. on my 
stomach and not cause vomiting.

Extensive Air Brake Tests Now Being Made 


American Railway Association Conducting Experiments on Southern, 
Pacific Siskiyou Line, Between Eugene, Ore. and Black Butte, Cal. 


HAT is the best way to stop 

\\ y a train? 

Sounds like an absurd ques- 
tion, doesn’t it? The natural reply is 
“put on the brakes, of course.” Up toa 
certain point, the answer is correct, 
but there are varying ways of apply- 
ing the brakes, as also there are dif- 
ferent types of. brakes.. To determine 
the best, safest, surest and most 
economical railroad car brake, the 
American ‘Railway Association is now 
on the last lap of a series of experi- 
mental tests begun in 1925, and which 
will not be completed until August, 
1930, 

The preliminary tests were made by 
the Association on. test racks at Pur- 
due, four diferent types of brake 
equipment being employed. Fifty 
and one ‘hundred car trains were used 
in -these tests. One of the. brake 
equipments was found to not warrant 
further consideration,.and on the final 
road tests now being conducted three 
types:.of brake. equipment are used, 
the’: Standard: K,° the “Westinghouse 
Type FC-5, and Westinghouse ‘Type 
FC-3. 


‘The ‘road tests ‘began’ on August 1° 


and “will require a .-year’s -time’ :for 


“their completion.’ These road tests are 


‘all being-:madeon:: Southern: :Pacific 
‘ines‘for ‘:the «principal : reason “that 


“they ‘provide. within a-smatler stretch 


1930 


of territory than could be found on 
any other road, all of the topographi- 
cal conditions necessary. 

That part of the lines lying between 
Eugene, Oregon and Black Butte, 
Calif., commonly known as the Siski- 
you line, is being used for the experi- 
ments, it providing within a distance 
of 250 miles all the varying physical 
conditions required. The level road 
is found near Creswell, Ore., the 
moderate grade between Ashland and 
Grants Pass, Ore., and the heavy 
grade between Ashland, Ore, and 
Hornbrook, Calif. During the level 
road tests the train will- operate out 
of Eugene, and during the grade tests 
headquarters will be Ashland. ~ 

Five Hundred Tests 

The object of these road tests is to 
check under actual service conditions 
the results that were obtained. during 
the rack tests, and also to obtain data 
that could not be developed on the 
rack, The tests will . determine, 
among other facts, stopping. distance, 
shock and slack action, 

One hundred and seventy-one. tests 
will be made of each type of brake 
equipment,-or a grand total. of five 
hundred ‘and thirteen separate tests, 
the object being to determine what, if 
any, changes in the present standard 
freight car -brakes.are desirable in 
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order to improve the already high de- 
gree of safety and efficiency of rail- 
road operation. 

These road tests are being made 
under the direction of H. A. Johnson, 
director of research for the American 
Railway Association, his personal 
representative and assistant being W. 
S. Helmer, The crew is composed of 
twenty men selected from the organ- 
ization used in making the rack tests 
at Purdue University. Practically all 
of these men are engineering gradu- 
ates with several years’ experience 
in rack tests, and all of them have 
been specially trained for the work 
upon which they are now engaged. 

In addition to the test crew, there 
will be on the train at all times while 
the tests are being made, representa- 
tives of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and of the Westinghouse 
Air Brake €o., members of the 
American Railway Association com- 
mittee on brakes and brake equip- 
ment, as well as representatives of 
the Southern Pacific Company and 
other interested persons. 

Tests will be made of the train 
operating under every possible condi- 
tion of Joad; with all the cars loaded, 
swith all the cars empty and with both 
empty and loaded cars in the same 
train. Stops will be made from vari- 
ous speeds up to 50 miles an hour in 
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level road operation, and the speeds 
below. which emergency or service 
applications’ of the brakes. result’ in 
rough handling ‘will -be determined. 
Tests will also be made of two condi- 
tions of train slack, namely, minimum 
slack and maximum slack. | The -mini- 
mum slack tests will be made with all 


the cars used in uniformly good con- a 


dition. In making the maximum slack 
tests, the condition wil be secured by 
using knuckles and pins worn to the 
condemning limit in each drawbar. 
This will represent a condition of 
maximum slack which may occur in 
service. 

In the tests to be conducted on 
grades, the different equipments will 
be operated in accordance with the 
design of the particular equipment 
being tested. The trains equipped 
with the K or FC-8 brakes will be 
controlled by cycling, while the train 
equipped with FC-5 brakes will be 
controlled both by graduated release 
and cycling operation. 

The engineman will endeavor to 
maintain uniform speed in the grade 
tests, with stops and emergency ap- 
plications of the brakes during cer- 
tain tests in order to obtain as near 
as possible all the conditions of 
actual service. 

The track on which the heavy 
grade tests will be made has an aver- 
age grade of about three per cent, 
with numerous curves caused by the 
mountainous character of the country. 
The moderate grade tests will be 
made on track having an average 
grade of about one per cent. 

In order to secure uniform applica- 
tion of the brakes in all of these 
tests and thus eliminate the variable 
human element, in all of these tests 
the brakes will be applied mechani- 
cally by means of automatic track 
trips. This trip is designed to auto- 
matically apply the brakes at a given 
point, and concurrently with its oper- 
ation the fact is recorded by the 
“event pen” on all instruments in the 
train. 

Part of the equipment of the test 
train is a Southern Pacific dynamo- 
meter car. This car is attached to 
the rear end of the train and is in 
charge of E. E. Hinchman, dynamo- 
meter engineer, and M. P. Taylor, 
dynamometer operator. L. 8S. Ayer, 
general air brake inspector, is with 
the train constantly during the 
experiments.
